GERMANY IS ALREADY LAYING — 


PLANS FOR NEXT GREAT WAR 


ENEMY SPREADING THE GOSPEL OF CONQUEST 


Peace That May Be Concluded ‘With Germany That Dogs No 


Involve Her Destruction as 


a Military Power May Only 


Be Regarded as a Mere Armistice 


If an Englishman should now 
write a book discussing the possibil- 
ities of the next war, assert that war 
is the best occupation of mankind 
and that to prepare for it we should 
among other things be very careful 
to preserve the aristocratic idea, he 
could in the first place get nobody 
to publish it. 1f he produced it at 
his own expense he might corisider 
himself lucky if a court adjudged 
him insane. Otherwise he would be 
lynched. Yet such a book has been 
written in Germany by Lieutenant- 
General Baron von Fretag-Loring- 
hoven and it is a fit companion for 
the books of Bernhardi, which did 
so much to develop in the German 
people the spirit that has horrified 
the world in the past three years. 
The baron is no mere dreamer, no 
irresponsible theorist, no 
with a hobby that has unhinged his 


mind. He stands high in the war 
councils of Germany. He is the 
especial confidante of Ludendorff. 


In fact, he is deputy chief of the 
eneral staff of the German army. 
is book, entitled, “Deductions from 

the World War,” was published last 

fall, and is said to have had a great 
sale in Germany, ~ Efforts to prevent 
it from circulating outside the coun- 
try were made, But a few copies 
were smuggled out, and from one, of 


them an English edition has “been 
prepared. 
Its importance is such that it is 


a duty to impress upon the public 


the significance of this: work, It 
confirms an opinion that has been 
more than once expressed in these 


columns, namely, that the »Germans 
must be judged as a people, and 
that to make distinctions between 
the kaiser and the junker class and 
the rest of Germany is both idle and 
vicious so far as militarism is con- 
ceried, There was a time in ~ the 
war when certain English and Can- 
adian publicists sought to impress 
upon the people that they ‘must. mot 
hate the Cermans; that we —must 
consider them as unfortunate suffer-

Practise only when they have to, But 
Unpopular as it has been, stern na- 
tional necessity is now helpin to ro- 
store it to its rightful place in na- 
tional life, and in the near future we 
shall undoubtedly seo its value laud- 
ed more and more highly as the na- 
tions face the tremendous financial 
burdens which the war has piled up- 
on them, 

Upon this continent we 
‘as yet gone far in this direction, 
Neither in Canada nor the United 
States have we really begun to econ- 
omize in any real sense, and prob- 
ably we have not gone as far in this 
direction in Canada as have even our 
United States cousins. But in Eng- 
land there is another story, For two 
years not a single new pleasure auto- 
mobile has been manufactured. Big 
social functions are not merely bad 
form—they have ceased altogether. 
The traffic in luxuries has been 
greatly curtailed, and in certain cases 
has been entirely wiped out. No one 
can put up a building costing $2,500

or—more without a special permit. 
Everybody is wearing old clothes 
and saving the best wool for the 


boys in the trenches, and saving the 
{food by the ration system in order 
jthat the army may be properly fed. 
j England is practising economy such 
as she never practised before, and the 
Strange thing is that apparently bus- 
iness is better than it was in the days 
of more luxurious living. 

London has been surprised at its 
own experience, It was naturally 
expected that the restrictions upon 
trade would depress it and probably 
ruin many tradesmen; but instead of 
that business has actually prospered, 
Mr. Selridge, Chicago merchant, who 
has been doing business in London, 
and who vouches for the above facts, 
says that his own business has ac- 
i tually paid $500,000 in excess profits 
over the pre-war standard.

ing: “Militarism is not a Prussian 
invention,” he says, ‘“Militarism-~is 
Prussia herself.” wets 

It seems incredible that after this 
war Germany should still have a 
taste for slaughter, but it is ‘plain 
that Baron Freytag-Loringhoven is 
acting on this belief. There is only 
one thing that will cure this nrani- 
acal bent in the German mind, © and 
that is absolute, overwhelming de- 
feat, bitter suffering and a league 
of nations that will constitute itself 
an armed guard of Germany for a 
generation and more to come. The 
baron laughs at the idea of ridding, 
the world of war’ by means of . miu- 
tual agreements, He admits that 
there will be agreements, but says 
that occasions must continue to arise 
when the forces in one nation will 
refuse to be controlled by an agree- 
ment made years before. The notion 
of a universal league for the pre- 
servation of peace is ridiculous, he 
says, and any proud-spirited nation 
would regard such an organization 
as “intolerable tutelage.” Equally 
Utopian, therefore, is the idea that 
Germany herself should be invited to 
join such a league, There was, in 
fact, if not in name, such a_ league 
before the war began; that is to-say 
a league of nations that would not 
provoke war. Germany was? sup- 
posed to be a member of it, Hence 
the present struggle. a | 

Preytag spreads the gospel of war 
among the German pcople. If he has 


any regrets as a result of the de- 
velopments of the present war the 
chief is that the Germans have not 


sufficiently studied war. “He' quotes 
with approval the words of Fred % 
ick, who wrote in 1768: “The’ mili- 
tary art demands continuous ‘study if 
one desires to attain a thorough,miAs- 
tery of it. I am far from flattermg 
myself that I have exhausted: it]. 1 
am even of opinion that-a “hunvaay. 
lifetime is not long enough in order 
to pursue it to the very end,” Plainly, 
it will be the duty of ‘German 
scientists to concentrate their atten, 
tion on the problem of increasing 
the span of human life, so that Ger- 
many may produce a certain number 
of murderers who will. begin the 
study of military scienée at ‘the age 
of ares and continue’ ‘it: for*at/hun- 
dred years or so, On their death- 
beds they will then be able to hand 
their plans to the ruling kaiser, or 
president and permit him to start the 
next war with better prospects of 
success. 

As regards the practical > lessons 
learned from this war; the “baton 
says that in future there. myst iba a 
great increase in the number of ma- 
chine guns to a company. Cavalry 
ought not to be proportionately in- 
creased, but a considerable foree will 
be necessary, The syetet of utratin= 
ing must be made to‘inclide men 
not now subject to it, In fact, every 
male, able-bodied or not, must haye 
military training.

From a Speech at Plymouth by Lord 
Milner 


It is not now a question of des- 
troying Prussian militarism. {he 
(question is whether Prussian militar- 
ism should ieee sy us, and make an 
end of all that the freedom-loving 
eoples of the world have been striv- 
ing for centuries and are still striv- 
ing to attain. The issue is perfectly 
simple, and if any good peace-lov- 
ing people in this country—and I be- 
licve we are at heart all peace-loy- 
ers—have at-any time in these last 
|three years and a half felt 1 doubt 
as to what we were fighting for, 
surely no such doubt can survive to- 
|day. I know it has been suggested 
that, if we could only make it clear 
‘to the German people that we had 
|no desire to destroy Germany or to 
dictate to her as to her form of gov- 
ernment, the peace party in that 
country would be greatly strength- 
ened, and we should be brought ap- 
preciably nearer to a termination of 
the terrible conflict which is devas- 


tating the world and threatens to 
engulf civiNsation. 
Well, I contend that we have 


made it clear. The latest speeches 
of President Wilsdt and of our own 
prime minister leave no doubt what- 
ever that neither America nor this 
country—and I believe this is true 


jof all the allies—is fighting in order 


to dismember the German people or 


such a convention as may be expect-| 


to interfere with their clear right to 
decide for themselves under what 
constitution they choose to live, We 
are not fighting to deprive the Ger- 
man people of their independence of 
of their fair share in the trade and 
intercourse of the wo-ld, always pro- 
vided that the same -independence, 
the same self-determination, the 
same right to a “place in the sun” 
are effectively ensured to other na- 
tions, especially the smaller nations, 


like Belgium and Serbia (cheers); 
who have in the past been the vic- 
tims of German ambition. If _ that 
were all thet Germany desired the 
end of this long agony of mankind 
might not be far distant. 

And may be this is all that the 


bulk of the German people do de- 
sire, and maybe a time will come 
when, through pressure from below, 
this moderate temper will be reflect- 


ed in the actions of the German gov-| 


ernment. But it is certainly not so 
reflected today. ‘The German gov- 
ernment, we are told, wants peace, 
but it must be a “German __ peace.” 
“We desire to live in friendship with 
neighboring nations,” says the Ger- 
man emperor, “but the victory of the 
German arms must first be recog- 
nized.” To that challenge there can 
be only one answer. It is the ans- 
wer we gave to Philip of Spain, the 
answer we gave to Napoleon, when 
he was much nearer master of the 
whole world than the German em- 
peror now is, or ever will be.

Value of Grain Screening: 


Preventing the Waste of Small or 
Broken Grains or Weed Seeds 


Three years ago the’, secd branch 
of the department Of “agriculture, at 
Ottawa, published a bulletin on the 
feed value of grain screenings, which 
included the results of feeding tests 
undertaken by the experimental farm 

Owing to the growing scar- 
city of feeds, the elevator operators 
have paid more and more attention 
to these screenings with a view to 
preventing the waste of any small or 
broken, grains or weed . seeds that 
might be used for feed. As a result, 
the lower grades of screenings are 
now composed almost entirely of 
very small weed seeds, “which are 
very difficult to grind properly and 
are not relished by stock unless mix- 
ed with other feeds. At the present 
time, the feeds division of the live 
stock branch is making a further 
careful study of the quéstion with a 
view to obtaining the maximum ben- 
efit from this important by-product 
of the farm and the grain ‘elevator. 
The results will be looked for. with 
interest. The bulletin entitled, 
“Grain Screenings,” already referred 
to, may be obtained from the Pub- 
lications Branch, Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa,

Gen, Sir Julian Byng is one of the 


heroes of the day, for in the great 
events of the recent fighting, rroth- 
ing has been finer than the stand 


made by the third army against the 
cenemy’s onsct, 

All the indications are that the 
main German offensive was launched 
against that part of the British line 
which was held by Gen. Byng’s army. 
Nevertheless, yon Below’s hammer 
blows made practically no impres- 
sion on this force. The third army 
did not give way for more than 100 
yards under the weight of greatly 
superior numbers, and only retired 


in order to conform with the new 
dispositions rendered necessary by 
the great bend in the line on its 
right. 


Every division in the third army 
fought gloriously against great odds. 
None fought better than the  fifty- 
first division, composed of Highland 
Territorials, whose valor was grate- 
fully and admiringly acknowledged 
by the king during his recent visit 
to the front. 

One of the most striking tributes 
to the bravery of the British was the 
compliments tendered by the enemy 
to the famous 51st division, The di- 
vision had been fighting for six 
days and was almost exhausted, It 
was ordered to fall back to the Beau- 
mont Hamel line, a little farther 
west, but matiy of the men could not 
walk, they were so tired from lack 
of sleep. Then came over from the 
German side one of those little red 
balloons, which the enemy has been 
using to carry out propaganda. The 
balloon was shot down and here is 
the message it contained? 

“Good old 51st division, st 
it yet. Cheer up!” 

The division was holding a sec- 
tion of the line in the Vicinity of 
Demicourt, ncar the Bapaume-Cam- 
brai road, on the first day of the 
battle, when the Germans surged 
forward, The enemy attacked in 
southeasterly direction under cover 
of the mists and outflanked the Slst 
in its initial rush. :

They blasted shell- 
craters along the front of the 5st, 
and into these holes they dribbled 
their infantry, who found them good 
protection. 

The 51st reached Hermies, where 
a bitter fight was waged. The encmy 
made a frontal attack in three waves 
on March 22, but the assault broke 
against the stone wall of resistance. 
The day the enemy got a hold on 
Morchies it was only to be smashed 
out again by the gallant 5lst, but de- 
spite the successes the 5lst was 
forced to fall back through Beuguy 
and then to Bapaume, and finally to 
the line between Puisieux and Mira- 
umont, on March 26.

From a Speech Delivered at 
mouth by Lord Milner 


The future of the. world is at 
stake, Democracy is on its great, 
perhaps its final trial. lf we emerge 
from it victoriously thé future of our 
free system of government is ensur- 
ed, at least in all countries which 
now possess it, and it will spread 
from them over the rest of the 
world. In that case nothing can pre- 
vent in this country the attainment, 
in a lawful and constitutional way-- 
and that is the only way of attaining 
them—any changes in our social and 
industrial conditions which the great 
body of the nation desires.

jand in a very short time Mr, Belloc

‘that the recoil could not be absorb- 
}ed, and that such a huge gun could 
jnot have the mobility wh'ch was ab- 
solutely essential. His criticisms 
were immediately answered, and, al- 
though he was not allowed at the 
time to know the secret of the solu- 
tion, it was not very long before 
these enormous pieces were brought 
forward, agit sas shown that they 
jhad completely absorbed their recoil. 
This is only one cxample of the way 
in which civilization catches up with 
each unexpected success of the ene- 
my. 
_Another cxample is the introduc- 
tion of poison gas, to the horror of 
civilization, The civilized nations 
quickly beat the German at his own 
game. He had prepared defensive 
methods against such a_ gas. We 
elaborated be‘ter ones. He came in- 
to the field with a just appreciation 
of the machine gun and of trench 
weapons, in which we were” hopeless- 
ly behindhand, We produced more, 
if not better, of the one, and cer- 
tainly better of the other. He de- 
cided to bombard civilization in open 
towns from the air—an abomination 
not before heard of, and indeed 
strictly forbidden by conventions to 
which the German had put his hand. 
We devised defences against such 
action superior to his own, and we 
now appear as his superior even in 
that last deplorable development 
which, as he himself chose and com- 
menced, he must now suite ggpsom. 
All this the enemy knowéer gust aa 
clearly as we do. <As_ Mr, Belloc 
points out, we were catching him up 
and passing him when he got his 
first respite through the inability of 
the eastern Slavs to munition them- 
selves by lack of industrial power. 
He got his second respite when, 
through the treachery of the king, 
Bulgaria was brought in, but that 
advantage was soon countered in 
several ways, He has just obtained 
his third and grea‘cst respite. Fol- 
lowing up the effect of the subma- 
rine warfare before we had begun to 
catch up on that also he enjoyed the 
good fortune of the Russian revyolu- 
ition and the subsequent disintegra- 
tion of that country, The fruits of 
this greatest of his successes were 
soon apparent in Italy, as they have 
}been equally clear in his concentra- 
tion on the western front, But the 
process, as Mr. Belloc so well re- 
marks, is again at work by which 
the superior invariably dominates the 
inferior, in spite of any accident or 
any surprise. Civilization would 
have long ago disappeared under the 
attacks of barbarism but for this 
process, and, although it is exceed- 
ingly slow, yet it is inevitable, and 
we can watch it.in safety and satis- 
faction. The conditions of the sub- 
marine warfare, the building of new 
ships, the recruiting of American sol- 
diers, the progress of their transport 
to Europe—all these indicate an in- 
Jereasing strength against a  corres- 
ponding position of the enemy, and 
he knows these calcula s just 
well as ourselves, we are enabled 
to understand the prolonged efforts 
made for peace and the present gi- 
gantic offensive on the western front,

Two Feeding Experiments; 


Pork at a Cost of $3.50 per 100 
Pounds on Alfalfa 


G,_H. Hutton, superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Lacombe, at a Farmers’ Institute 
meeting in Alberta, said that 800 
hogs will have been marketed from 
the farm under his charge for the 
year ending with this month, He 
said he had made pork at a cost of 
$3.50 per 100 pounds on alfalfa 
pasture with self-feeder for grain 
ration and at $3.30 per 100 pounds 
on rape pasture with  self-feeder. 
The saving that these pastures will 
effect in the cost of producing pork 
made the value of the pasture about 


$80 per acre, Last year, on 240 
hogs, covering the entire period 
from May 7 to January 19, it took 
4.90 ponnds of grain ‘with pasture 


added to produce one pound of pork. 
Mr, Hutton estimates that one acre 
of rape saves almost 2,500 pounds 
of grain, besides producing much 
heavier hogs at the same age. ‘The 
self-feeder-fed hogs were ready for 
market six weeks sooner and made 


cheaper gains with far less work 
than those pail-fed. 
Harry Bell, whose farm is some 


fourteen miles from Edmonton, has 
adopted a novel method in winter- 
feeding catt!. His farm is crossed 


by the Sturgeon river, and on a 
sunny slope on the bank of this 
river he constructed a large self- 


feeder and hopper to hold several 
loads of cut straw and green feed, 
From this hopper the cut feed falls 
into a trough, from which the cattle 
feed at their leisure, It is only a 
few short steps to the river where 
an abundance of water is available 
and the overhanging branches of the 
willow bluffs proyide an open-air 
shelter. 

During January, February and 
March of last year he cut 85. loads 
of feed, of which 30 loads were 
green feed and 55 loads were straw. 
This lot of 85 loads of feed fed 70 
head of steers for the three months 
and they did well. Then a_ few 
bags of grain were mixed with the 
green feed, Thirty more loads of 
green feed were cut and blown into 
the feeder and the cattle were fed 
heavily on chop as they were being 
finished for the market. The cattle 


were carried on this feed till the 
first week of June. 
The 70 head of cattle consumed 


100 bushels of barley, part of which 
had been late and frosted, and 400 
bushels of oats in addition to the cut 
feed, They were bought at $6.75 
per hundred weight and sold at $10 
per hundred weight. The plan pro- 
ved very remunerative’ and Mr, 
Bell figures that he cleared from $800 
to $1,000 clear of all expenses,
